One  of  the  most  colorful  and  spirited  foot- 
ball rivalries  in  Dixie  is  that  between  Wake 
Forest  and  Clemson,  who  are  meeting  today 
for  the  18th  time  in  a  series  dating  back  to 
1933. 

The  records  show  these  games  to  be  among 
the  closest  of  any  rivals  in  the  South.  Of  the 
17  contests  to  date,  13  of  them  have  been 
decided  by  margins  of  two  touchdowns  or 
less,  8  of  them  by  one  touchdown  or  less. 
Twice  in  the  past  four  years  the  margin  has 
been  one  and  two  points.  Last  year  in  Win- 
ston-Salem the  Tigers  squeezed  by  the  Dea- 
cons 13  to  12  to  hand  them  their  only  defeat 
of  the  season.  Four  years  ago  Wake  Forest 
won  a  scant  16  to  14  decision  with  the  margin 
of  victory  coming  on  a  safety. 

Twice  during  the  series  each  institution  has 
had  a  string  of  victories.  For  instance,  Clem- 
son won  five  consecutive  games  starting  in 
1937  and  going  through  1941.  Wake  Forest 
turned  an  about  face  in  1942  and  racked  up 
six  straight  decisions  before  Clemson  ended 
the  string  with  a  thrilling  21  to  14  victory  at 
Winston-Salem  in  1948. 

Last  year  the  two  teams  brought  unde- 
feated records  into  the  game  which  was  billed 
as  one  of  the  top  four  attractions  in  the  na- 
tion for  that  Saturday.  Clemson  dominated 
the  first  three  quarters  and  went  into  the 
final  period  with  an  apparent  safe  13-0  lead. 


However,  Wake  Forest  stormed  right  back  in 
the  final  seven  minutes  of  play  to  score  two 
touchdowns  but  failed  to  make  either  extra 
point  and  was  defeated  13-12. 

Tom  Rogers,  Wake  Forest's  new  head  coach, 
is  no  stranger  to  Clemson's  athletic  person- 
nel for  back  in  1941  and  1942  he  served  as 
end  coach  under  Frank  Howard,  the  genial 
head  coach  of  the  Tigers.  This  will  mark 
the  first  meeting  of  teams  under  these  coach- 
es. 

Today's  contest  finds  the  two  clubs  pretty 
evenly  matched  again.  Both  teams  will  be 
missing  several  stars  from  last  season  but 
most  of  the  players  who  participated  in  the 
1950  game  will  be  on  hand  again.  Billy  Hair, 
the  brilliant  triple-threat  tailback,  is  expected 
to  carry  the  brunt  of  the  Tigers'  strong  single- 
wing  attack  and  he  has  a  strong  supporting 
cast.  Fullback  Bill  Miller  and  Halfback, 
Guido  Scarton  will  likely  play  big  roles  in 
the  Deacons'  potent  T  formation.  Two  big 
and  powerful  lines  will  square  off  in  what 
looms  an  interesting  battle  up  front.  Both 
clubs  have  virtually  the  same  lines  they  had 
in  1950. 

This  contest  marks  the  first  of  two  appear- 
ances for  Wake  Forest's  football  team  in 
South  Carolina  this  season.  Three  weeks 
hence  the  Deacons  will  bring  their  season  to 
a  close  by  meeting  the  strong  University  of 
South  Carolina  Gamecocks  at  Columbia.

Sometimes  you  get  around  to  these  assign- 
ments at  the  doggonedest  hours  of  the  day,  or 
night  as  happens  to  be  the  case  of  this  parti- 
cular one. 

It  was  2  o'clock  in  the  morning,  no  fittin' 
hour  for  man  or  beast,  unless  he  happen  to  be 
a  Clemson  Tiger  man  as  in  this  instance.  It 
was  a  forlorn  morning  of  Sunday,  October  14, 
and  I'm  talking  about  this  football  season, 
this  one  we're  in  right  now.  The  news  and 
features  in  this  football  program  don't  give 
you  any  canned  stuff,  I  want  to  say. 

When  you  get  Clemson  men  together  at 
2  o'clock  in  the  morning,  they're  bound  to  be 
talking  football,  among  other  things  of  world- 
shaking  importance,  naturally. 

This  time  they  weren't  replaying  the  Or- 
ange Bowl,  that  last  trip  to  Miami  where  they 
charge  you  extra  to  breathe  but  provide  safe- 
ty in  numbers,  as  long  as  the  safety  is  a  tack- 
led Miamian  in  the  end  zone,  clutched  safely 
and  securely  in  the  chubby  meatballs  of  one 
Sterling  Smith.  They'll  replay  that  one  for 
daze  to  come,  no  doubt,  but  this  2  a.m.  wake 
wasn't  for  the  O.B. 

This  time,  too,  they  weren't  rehistoricaliz- 
ing  Mr.  Frank  Howard,  the  man  who  does 
things  with  Clemson  football,  and  who,  and 
this  my  opinion  and  not  necessarily  those  of 
the  sponsors  of  this  printed  program,  puts 
more  stuff  into  the  single  wing  than  any 
other  man  —  living  or  dead.  That  takes  in 
a  mess  of  territory,  but  I  mean  that,  and 
Miami  learned  it,  too,  after  those  newspaper 
diehards  had  laughed  at  picking  a  single  wing 
team.  But  this  2  a.m.  bull  session,  or  maybe 
we'll  just  call  it  Tiger  session,  wasn't  about 
Colonel  Howard. 

Think  back  .  .  .  October  14  .  .  .  why, 
that's  Sunday,  Mac  .  .  .  yeah,  but  what 
Sunday  .  .  .  night  before  was  what  .  .  . 
out  there  in  California  .  .  .  say,  that's  right 
.  .  .  but  who  brought  up  that  deal? 


I  brought  it  up,  suh,  and  I'm  glad.  It's  not 
that  somebody  wants  to  rub  in  a  defeat,  and 
that's  what  College  of  Pacific  turned  out  to 
be,  and  nobody  is  wont  to  be  remindful  of 
the  game  which  closed  out  a  wonderful  win- 
ning streak. 

But  here's  what  I'm  getting  at,  and  you 
can  look  around  you  in  the  ball  park  today, 
or  do  they  call  it  a  stadium  nowadays,  and 
see  just  what  I  mean.  That's  a  Clemson  guy 
next  to  you,  isn't  it?  And  that's  a  Clemson 
girl  next  to  him.  How  do  they  get  Clemson 
girls,  you  want  to  know.  You  ought  to  be 
ashamed  of  yourself.  They  come  with  Clem- 
son men,  Mac.  That  was  the  occasion  this 
particular  2  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  I 
want  to  type  a  few  more  words  to  bring  out 
my  point. 

This  event  wasn't  taking  place  down  here 
in  South  Carolina,  not  the  one  I  attended.  It 
was  way  up  there  in  the  North,  or  North  Car- 
olina if  you  will  pardon  me.  It  waS  in  Greens- 
boro, but  it  was  taking  place  in  other  com- 
munities of  the  Piedmont,  and  I  mean  North 
Carolina  by  that,  too.  These  fellows,  and 
their  Clemson  gals,  too,  were  right  there  by 
their  radios  through  midnight  and  Pacific, 
and  down  to  21-0,  too.  Some  of  them  had 
figured  their  Clemson  team  would  win,  but 
that  night,  nigh  on  to  1  a.m.,  they  discovered 
Pacific,  just  like  Magellan  did,  or  was  it  Ponce 
De  Leon,  or  was  it  Truman?  My  history's  bad. 

This  was  Clemson  spirit,  not  intangible 
matter  of  life,  I  want  to  tell  you  folks  right 
here  and  now.  These  were  Clemson  men  at 
home.  True,  they  had  left  the  Clemson  state, 
but  they  hadn't  gone  far  for  their  life.
